U.N. SEMINAR AT U.B.C. 


U Thant has said: 

“I do not wish to seem overdramatic, but I can only conclude 
from the information that is available to me as Secretary- 
General that the members of the United Nations have perhaps 
10 years left in which to subordinate their ancient quarrels and 
launch a global partnership to curb the arms race, to improve 
the human environment, to defuse the population explosion, and 
to supply the required momentum to world development efforts. 

If such a global partnership is not forged within the next 
decade, then I very much fear that the problems I have men- 
tioned will have reached such staggering proportions that they 
will be beyond our capacity to control.....”’ 

For the purpose of increasing the awareness of students to 
global problems 56 students from B.C. and Washington met 
during the first week in September at U.B.C. for the annual 
United Nations High School Seminar hosted by the Vancouver 
United Nations Association. The participants from Norfolk 
House were Loralee Sealey, Jean Bigelow, Karen Peterson, 
Kathy Falder and Barbara Schulze. The theme of the Seminar 
was ‘Survival in the Seventies’. One day was devoted to each of 
the following subjects: Population explosion, Environment, 
Arms Race, and Development. Many qualified individuals and 
groups involved with one of these topics spoke to the seminar 
participants in panel discussions and in small groups. We spent 
most of the nights discussing the ideas presented to us during 
the day and so learned as much from each other as from any 
outside person. 

Many other activities had been planned by the U.N.A. such as 
a trip to the P.N.E., a visit to the Inner City Service Project 
(NOW), a dinner at the Ho-Ho Kitchen and a tour of Gastown. 

From the seminar four students were chosen to participate in 
the Inter-Provincial Seminar in February of 1971. Loralee 
Sealey was one of the outstanding students chosen to go to New 
York. 

This Seminar proved to all that participated that learning can 
be combined with enjoyment. The increased knowledge and 
interest in world affairs is something that would make this 
Seminar an extremely valuable and mind broadening ex- 
perience to every student.
